The Sunday School. 


THE Sunday School began its sessions on the roth of September, 
of course with a small attendance, as many of the scholars and several 
teachers were still out of the city. The highest point to which attendance 
rose during the Spring was 58, on the gth of May, and we opened the new 
term with 36, which increased to 45 on the following Sunday. We hope, 
before Easter, to pass the 100 mark. At best, however, the School is 
likely to be small for some time to come; but if not large, it is full of 
interest and loyalty, and our aim is to make it thoroughly efficient, so 
that the work that is done there shall be worth while. To this end the 
School has now been graded, on the plan recommended to the General 
Convention of the Church by the Commission on Sunday School Work 


at Richmond іп 1907. The underlying principle of this plan is that in- 


stead of having the whole school study the same lesson each Sunday, 
a Course of Study is laid out, taking in the subjects of most importance, 
and progressing from the simplest to the most difficult. The school is 
then graded, something as in the day-school, and the children are taken 
through this course, being promoted from grade to grade, year by year. 

An outline of this Course is to be posted in the Parish House, and later, 
it is hoped, it.may be printed in a little leaflet for distribution. The 
co-operation of parents is necessary to make this plan really a success, 
and it is earnestly asked by the Rector and the teachers. Children or

Additional Advent Services. 


On the first Sunday in Advent, Nov. 28, the Holy Communion will 
be celebrated at 7.30 and also at 11 A.M.; Morning Prayer will be said 
at 10.30 and Evening Prayer at 4. The first week in Advent is to be 
kept by the Brotherhood of St. Andrew as a week of prayer for the 
spread of Christ’s Kingdom among men throughout the world, and the 
men of the Parish are invited to join in this observance, first by making 
an effort to attend the celebration of the Holy Communion on either the 
first or the second Sunday in Advent (or on both), when this object will 
be made a special intention; secondly, by attending the noon-day services 
which are to be held in the business section of the city, and, thirdly, by 
attending the services in St. Mary’s through the week, as far as possible.

The Golden Vear. 


Sr. Mary’s Атр has undertaken as its winter work, in place of a fair 
and a round of suppers, etc., to raise money—a plan known as The Golden 
Year, whose object is to afford an opportunity for the workers of the 
Parish to give directly to the Church the time and money which are 
usually spent indirectly in promoting entertainments, 5 

Stated briefly, it means that some one person takes the initial responsi- 
bility of starting the year and gives $25, and undertakes to find four others 
who will be “Seasons.” Each Season draws after it the duty of con- 
tributing $15 and of finding three “Months.” The Months in turn are 
responsible each for four “ Weeks"' each Week for seven “Days,” each 
Day for twenty-four “Hours,” and each Hour for sixty “Minutes.” The 
contribution of a Month is $10, a Week $5, a Day $1, an Hour 25 cents 
and a Minute r cent. "There is room therefore for all ages, conditions 
and abilities, for the littlest children can be Minutes and feel that they are 
doing their share. А large chart has been prepared, on which the Year 
and its divisions are represented by the sections of concentric circles, and 
will be put up in the Parish House, where all may see. Every one who 
contributes will have the honorable distinction ol seeing his or her name 
written in the proper space, until all the places are full.

Two Faithful Laymen. 


4 Since the beginning of this Lent, St. Mary's Parish has been bereaved 
of two laymen, whose Christian character and fidelity to every duty 
© made them sources of strength to all its spiritual life and growth, and 
“whose loss is deeply felt among us. : 
b> STANISLAUS REMAK was transferred to St. Mary's from St. Matthias, 
Philadelphia, March 6, 1897. In September, 1898, in a time of trial 
‘to the Parish, he was elected a member of the Vestry to fill a vacancy, 
"and loyally accepted the trust. In November of the same year, when a 
"vacancy Occurred likewise in the office of the Secretary, Mr. Remak 
was chosen to fill it, and continued in that position until his death. At 
‘the April meeting of the Vestry in тоот, he was elected to represent the 
Parish in the Diocesan Convention and in Convocation. In 1903, acting 
as testamentary trustee of the estate of Miss Ann Kenney, Mr. Remak 
ercised the discretion given him by Miss Kenney’s will of designating 
he object upon which the residue of her property should be bestowed, 
after specific legacies were paid, by donating to St. Mary's Church a 
sum sufficient to erect the Cloister, enrich and beautify the Chancel 
and furnish the Rector's office. 
_ These conspicuous and worthy services to the Parish were rendered 
simply and with such resolute purpose to keep himself in the back- 
"р bad as could only be possible to an essentially unselfish and dis- 
ciplined character. ut the record of them remains, and will long be 
kept in grateful memory. 
— — WiLLiAM Ives Коттев, whose death followed Mr. Remak's at an 
interval of less than three weeks, came to St. Mary’s from Christ Church, 
Pottstown, in February, 1898. Не had been Accounting Warden of 
‘the Parish from which he came, and all his life an active and zealous 
Churchman. At one time, when he was living in a place where there 
re no Church privileges, he organized a Sunday School and read the 
service weekly in his own house, to the benefit and blessing of the whole 
neighborhood. This loyal and devout fulfillment of every religious 
duty he maintained as a communicant of St. Mary's. He was always 
his place at the early Eucharist on the Lord's Day, and always a 
rong and quiet example of Christian character in his daily life. There 
about him a fine and simple courtesy, which was not merely an 
“outward manner but the expression of an inward faith and kindness. 
—— Such men as Mr. Remak and Mr. Rutter are inspiring types of the 
"Christian layman. We all, Rector and people of St. Mary's, share with 
genuine sympathy the sorrow of those who were nearest to them; yet 
зге are comforted and uplifted by that great hope of eternal life in Christ 
which, as Easter approaches, dwells more and more in our hearts. We 
shank God for the good example of these His servants, who "having 
finished their course in faith, do now rest from their labors," and pray 
that "through the grave and gate of death" we and they "may pass 
to our joyful resurrection.”

The General Convention 


Tue General Convention met in Cincinnati, Ohio, on Wednesday, 
Yetober 5. There were present ninety-five Bishops, nine being absent on 
ount of sickness. The Holy Communion was celebrated in St. Paul’s 
thedral at 7.30 A.M., the Presiding Bishop being the Celebrant. 

The business meetings of the Convention were held in Music Hall, 
ch has a seating capacity of a little over thirty-six hundred, every 
it being taken on the morning of the 5th to hear the Convention sermon 
'eached by the Rt. Rev. John Wordsworth, D.D., LL.D., the Lord Bishop 
Salisbury. 

— The House of Deputies elected the Rev. Randolph Н. McKim, D.D., 
Washington, D..C., president, and the Rev. Henry Anstice, D.D., of New 
rk, Secretary. 

'The House of Bishops elected the Rt. Rev. Boyd Vincent, D.D., Bishop 
f Southern Ohio, Chairman, and the Rev. Samuel Hart, D.D., of Middle- 
уп, Conn., Secretary. 

— The House of Bishops adopted the amendment to the Constitution, 
viding for the election of the Presiding Bishop. This amendment was 
assed by the General Convention of 1907. They failed to adopt the pro- 
posed amendment of 1907 providing "that in editions of the Book of Com- 


zm 


mon Prayer in foreign languages such verbal alterations as may be neces- 
sary to adapt the same to local conditions may be made by the authority of 
the Bishop of the diocese or missionary district in which it is used, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Presiding Bishop." The Bishops failed to. 
adopt the amendment providing for the election of Suffragan Bishops. 
but later reconsidered the matter and adopted the amendment. The House 
of Bishops unanimously adopted the report of the committee of seven 
Bishops appointed to consider and report on the petition in regard . 
to Canon то, that it “was not intended to alter, and cannot be fairly 
interpreted as in the least degree modifying, the position of the Church as 
expressed in the Prayer Book and Ordinal, which restricts the min- 
istry of the Word and Sacraments in our congregations to men who have 
received Episcopal ordination." 

The House of Deputies adopted the amendment on Suffragan Bishops, 
but rejected the proposed Preamble to the Constitution. They also re- 
jected the proposed change in the title page of the Prayer Book. 

The House of Bishops elected six missionary Bishops, five of them 
for newly created missionary districts and one to fill the vacancy caused 
by the resignation of Bishop Graves, of Kearney, Neb. 

The United Triennial offering of the Woman's Auxiliary was made 
at the 8 o'clock celebration of the Holy Eucharist at Christ Church, on 
October 8, and amounted to $242,110.83. 


Tur work of the Altar Guild in caring for God's Altar is a blessed 
privilege which members of the Guild ought to prize highly, and there 
are, no doubt, many who would value such a privilege if circumstances 
would permit their taking an active part in the work. Such persons 
can be of great assistance to the Guild, as well as feel the satisfaction of 
having their share in the care and adornment of God's Sanctuary, by be- 
coming associate members of the Guild. A strong body of persons in the 
parish contributing regularly their dues would materially assist the Guild 
in meeting its expenses of laundry, etc., and in replacing articles worn 
out. s

“The Minister of every Parish shall often admonish the People, 
that they defer not the Baptism of their Children longer than the first 
or second Sunday next after their birth, or other Holy-day falling 
between, unless upon a great and reasonable cause.” 1" 

“Ye are to take care that this Child be brought to the Bishop to 
be confirmed by him, so soon as he can say the Creed, the Lord's Prayer, 
and the Ten Commandments, and is sufficiently instructed in the other 
parts of the Church-Catechism set forth for that purpose." 

“The Minister of every Parish shall diligently, upon Sundays and 
Holy-days, or on some other convenient occasion, openly in the Church, 
instruct or examine so many Children of his Parish, sent unto him, as he 
shall think convenient, in some part of this Catechism." 


“Апа all Fathers, Mothers, Masters, and Mistresses, shall cause

Hory Week comes at the end of the forty days of Lent as a crowning ` 
ortunity of discipline and devotion. It is not meant to be, as some 
stian people unhappily make it, a time for supplying the deficiency of 


a neglected Lent; yet if Lent has been neglected, it does bring the chance 
for a final earnest effort to share the Trial and Passion of our Lord in 
spirit, and to prepare for the supreme privilege of the year, the Easter 
Communion. A joyful Easter following an indifferent Lent is an impos- 
sibility. “It is a faithful saying: For if we be dead with Him, we shall 
also live with Him: if we suffer, we shall also reign with Him: if we 
deny Him, He also will deny us CIL Lim. 1. ат, то). : 

Every Christian should try to do three things in Holy Week: (1) 
He should avoid all social engagements and distractions, and make a spe- 
cial effort to keep time to be alone, quiet and recollected, in study and 
prayer; (2) he should endeavor to read at least a part of the record of 
Christ's last week, in one or more of the Gospels; (3) he should make 
an effort to come once daily to the appointed services of the church. 

The leaflet issued by the Brotherhood of St. Andrew, giving hints 
for prayer and meditation during the week, will prove most helpful, and 
should be used by every man and boy in the parish. 


The Easter Offering. 


_In bringing before the people of St. Mary’s the necessity (always 
a distasteful necessity) of directing the Easter offering to making up the 
deficit in current expenses, I wish to present a brief statement as to why 
it is that every year finds us confronting such a deficit. We shall need 
at least $1,000 at Easter to pay back borrowed money, most of which 
‘debt has stood ever since last summer ; and the reason is that every sum- 
mer we come to the period of small congregations and correspondingly 
small contributions, with the treasury empty, and it is not until late in the 
fall, under the present system of long vacations, that the income begins 
to catch up with expenditures. The margin of deficiency is never very 
large, but each year sees us just a little farther from the desirable con- 
dition of paying as we go. During the past four years the average annual 
shortage has been $250. If only three or four more pews were rented, or 
if our envelope subscriptions could be increased by an average of five 
cents per subscriber, we might be gaining instead of losing ground, year 
by year. If we could have an Easter offering of $2,000 we could start the 
'year secure. As it is, the Rector and Vestry are compelled to ask once 
more that on Easter Day we devote the fruit of our Lenten self-denial to 
paying our debts.

In connection with the Church's work abroad, the Board made 
appropriation fast year for the support of то Bishops, 81 foreign clergy, 
147 foreign lay-workers, 820 native workers, including clergy, teachers, 
catechists, nurses and Bible women. The figures do not include the 
wives of'married missionaries, though in every field these render valuable 
service without compensation.

A New Envelope Spstem. 


| At a meeting held early in October, the Vestry authorized the adoption 
the “Duplex” envelope system fcr contributions, which has been so efficient 
і other parishes and is so highly recommended by the authorities of the 
осезе and the general Church. 


To make it thoroughly effective, we shall introduce it with an “Every 
ember Canvass,” in which St. Mary's Aid has voted cordial aid to the 


Rector, and in which all parishioners will be asked to co-operate as promptly 
and thoughtfully as they can. No system works itself; but what we hope 
to accomplish is the adoption of a plan which will obviate frequent and 
confusing appeals, and bring all contributions through one channel, in a 
stream of regular weekly offerings. 


The duplex envelope is one in which there are two pockets, one side 
tor contributions directed toward the support of the parish and the other 
side for the benevolences for which the parish is willing to give. Instead of 
having a single envelope for Missions or for the salary of the Bishops, for 
example, those objects, and otheis, are designated on the pocket which is 
intended for missionary contributions, and persons have simply to check 
the purpose for which their enclosure is intended, and may put it in weekly, 
monthly, or at their convenience, whenever it can best be given. 


The following brief statement of parish obligations is intended to assist 
you in planning your contributions for next year, and you are asked to give 
it your careful attention. 


The revenue from pew rents is about $3,500 a year. It pays for the 
maintenance of the property, the expense of heating, lighting, repairs, etc., 
and provides the pension of the Rector Emeritus. AL other current expenses 
of the parish must be provided through the Sunday collections, largely, therefore, 
through the envelope offerings, which are the only dependable part of such 
collections. 


The principal items of ordinary expense are: Salary of Rector, $2,500; 
choir and organ, $1,800; mortgage interest, $315. In addition to this, the 
Altar Guild needs about $100 a year for the laundering and replenishing of 
-the altar linen and clergy vestments, and the Choir Guild the same sum for 
the choir vestments. St. Mary's Aid has assumed a number of charges, 
such as che telephone and supply of stationery in the Rector's office, the 
advertising of church services, eucharistic candles, etc., amounting to $150 
dollars a year, and is also working to clear off, in instalments of $500, the 
mortgage on the rectory, which now amounts to $6,500. 


Of outside obligations, we are apportioned by Convocation $181.56, 
and our assessment for the Bishops' salaries and the Convention Fund is 
$181.56. For General Missions, the parish is asked to give, through the 
Woman's Auxiliary, Sunday-school and parish offerings, not less than $1,000. 


АП these might better be given regularly and systematically through 
the envelopes, and presented at the church's altar than raised through all 
sorts of appeals, entertainments, special collections and the like. Is it not 
feasible to present the whole budget to the congregation at the beginning of 
the year, and ask that it be met by the combined effort of all, in this way? 
This is what has been done elsewhere, and it can be done in St. Mary's. 


The detailed list of objects has been printed upon both pledge cards and 
envelopes for the convenience of those who may wish to designate their 
contributions, but when this is not done, it is understood that the subscription 
is for use at the discretion of the Rector and Vestry. 


Sundap-school Christmas Service 


On the fourth Sunday, which will be the Eve of Christmas, the Sunday- 
school and all children of the Parish are asked to attend the Evening Service 
at 4 o'clock, and carols will be sung and an address made, especially to the 
children, on the Christmas Message. 

The usual session of Sunday-school will not be held on that day, but 
the children will assemble in the Parish House at half-past three.

lr would add greatly to the heartiness of the week-day services in Lent, 

and to the Holy Day services throughout the year, if a volunteer choir could 

be formed to help in the singing of hymns and canticles. Persons who can 

sing, and are willing to aid in this way, are asked to give their names to the 
ector. 


Hints for Communicants 


Every- communicant should consider, at the Holy Communion, not only 
himself, but all others who participate in the service; remember them in his 
prayers, and carefully avoid everything that disturbs or distracts any other, 
before, during or after the service. | 

It is well to have a special purpose or intention, for yourself, for your 
neighbor, or for the Church, toward which you direct your prayer, at each 
Communion. When requests for prayer are announced by the Celebrant, 
always include those intentions with your own. 

Never leave the Church during any service, and especially during the 
Holy Communion, unless upon urgent necessity. The custom of going out 
after the Prayer for the Church Militant has no authority from the Prayer 
Book. It is neither necessary nor reverent, disturbs other worshipers, 
deprives those who depart of the best blessings of the service, and withholds 
from. God the completed act of worship. 

The instruction of the Prayer Book is that the Holy Communion is to be 
iven to the people "into their hands." Gloves should of course be removed. 
t is proper and convenient to hold the Chalice by the base and steady it 

while receiving. It is more reverent not to wipe the mouth with a handker- 
chief afterward. Communicants should not hasten to leave the rail, nor 
shoull those who are approaching crowd up too close to take the places of 
those who are leaving. Great care should be observed both by communicants 
and by choristers to avoid confusion or distraction in the chancel during the 
reception of Holy Communion. у

The Rectory Repair Fund 


Up to Ash Wednesday, the subscriptions to the fund for repairing the 
Rectory amounted to $930 in pledges and $584 in cash. At a special meeting 
of the Vestry on Tuesday, February 20, it was decided to authorize the 
assignment of the present mortgage on the building, amounting to $6,500, to 
the Philadelphia Contributionship, for a term of five years at 5%. The 
Property Committee was authorized to go on with the repairs, under the 
plan offered by Mr. Herbert J. Wetherill, the architect, for which the lowest 
bid was $3,917. It is hoped that the subscriptions will be substantially 
increased, before the time of the completion of the work, and two members 
of the Vestry have generously offered to advance, one $1,000 and another $500, 
on the note of the parish. There are doubtless others in the Church who 
will be willing to make loans to the parish, for a limited time, to complete 
the sum required.

A Leiter from the Rector 


My dear People of St. Mary's: 


This BULLETIN should reach you just at the beginning of Holy Week. 
There is no time in the whole year richer in spiritual significance, nor more 
full of possibilities for devotion than this week. Some of you have kept 
Lent very faithfully, and I trust that Holy Week will be indeed holy for you, 
in its revelation of new teaching, and its light on the purpose of life. If 
there are those who are not quite satisfied with their Lent, now comes an 
opportunity to make amends in a measure for past neglect, and begin a real 
preparation for the Easter Communion. I hope that there is no confirmed 
person in the parish who is not planning and preparing for that Easter Com- 
munion, which may be made, of course, at any of the services of Easter Week. 
The clergy will gladly administer the Blessed Sacrament privately to those 
whom illness or infirmity hinder from attending the services in Church. 

It may-seem to some one strange that I add a word about the Easter 
offering, when there has been an appeal made for gifts for the Rectory repairs 
during Lent, and many of you have stretched your resources, I know, to 
respond to that. But after all, ought the opportunity to make an offering 
to Almighty God to be looked upon as an irksome demand? Ought not the 
whole matter of giving to the Church to be viewed upon a higher plane?  Cer- 
tainly I do not want anyone to give, save as a voluntary and personal sacrifice, 
offered to God; but I do want that we should appreciate the privilege of such 
sacrifice, and especially I wish that the responsibility of the parish support 
..ay be assumed not by a few, as it is to-day, but by all who share the privi- 
leges of St. Mary's Church. 

The offering at the Easter Eucharist has a significance above most others. 
It may represent the fruit of Lenten self-denial, or a memorial of some dear 
one departed, or gratitude for some blessing received, but in any case, it is 
the rendering to God of what He has Himself bestowed, as the pledge of our 
allegiance and the fulfillment of our service. Be it little or much, it ought 
to be rendered heartily, “as unto the Lord and not to теп.”

4 The Rectory Repairs 


The total cost of the repairs on the Rectory, including the papering 
was paid for by one person), was $4,611.53. Of this amount, the 

of the parish contributed $2,412.55. The balance of approximately 
00 was temporarily advanced by members of the Vestry, in order that 
е contractors might be paid. The Vestry has decided to borrow this sum 
St. Timothy’s Building and Loan Association, securing the loan by a 
C mortgage on the rectory. The necessary legal conditions are now 
g met, and it is expected that the loan will be negotiated within a few 


weeks. This loan, as all mortgages held by such associations, must be pai 
off in monthly instalments. If the shares are allowed to run to maturity 
this will require eleven years, but it may be paid off earlier if we so desir,’ 
and there seems a prospect that this may be done. | 

Meanwhile a sinking fund is being accumulated toward liquidating the 
first mortgage, which has been reduced to $6,500. Mrs. J. O. Nicolls ha. 
turned over to the Rector the amount in her hands, amounting to about $230, . 
and an additional contribution of $50, which he has in hand, together wit}, 
accrued interest, makes the amount in the fund nearly $300. With the 
increasing financial strength of the congregation, this debt ought to be cleared 
away steadily, and as fast as possible, without crippling the present activities. 

In connection with this subject, a word might be said about endowments. 
Old St. Andrew's, Eighth Street, has just received a legacy of $20,000 from 4 
late member of the Vestry, making their endowment $98,815. Several oí 
the down-town parishes have endowments exceeding that amount; our neigh- 
bor, the Church of the Saviour, has accumulated for that purpose, largely 
during the present rectorship, nearly $20,000. It is strange that in St. Mary's 
long history no legacies for such purposes have been received, until recently 
$2,000 came from Mrs. Hugh Whiteley’s estate and $500 from the late 
E. Bowman Leaf. Persons who love the parish, and there are many such, 
may well consider whether or not a legacy, even a small one, to perpetuate 
its life and work in years to come, would not be a wise disposition of the 
money of which they are stewards during their lifetime. St. Mary’s will 
some day be down-town Church, though perhaps not for a long time to come. 
It should never be forced to move from this vantage point by lack of means, 
as many churches have been forced to move from needy parts of the city in 
recent years.

We are not doing that, although there was a substantial increase last year, - 
because many of our people do not give conscientiously to the general work 
of the Church. Why not? Some contributors actually tear off the red side 
and never use it! This is hard to believe, but the Rector has seen those 
poor, mutilated envelopes with his own eyes. :

The Board of Missions of our Church has asked the Diocese of Pennsyl- 
vania to give this year $147,331 toward the amount which will be required 
to support all the general work of the Church in this country and abroad 
during the year. Under a new canon, passed at the last Diocesan Convention, 
the estimating of the relative parochial shares is committed to a body called 
the Central Missionary Committee, on which every parish is represented; 
and this committee met September 29, and carefully went over the matter. 
Under the schedule adopted, the share of St. Mary's Parish is $1,497.90. The 
raising of this, by the provisions of the same canon, is under the oversight of 
a parochial missionary committee, and the rector has asked Mr. Francis H. Lee, 
Mr. George Hall and Miss Maude Harrison Smith to be his associates on that 
committee. Mr. Lee is our parish representative on the Central Committee, 

The task which our parish committee faces is a difficult one, but not 
impossible. Last year we gave almost half of what was asked. But last 
year a very small proportion of our, people helped. What is necessary is that 
everyone do something, however little, and that we shall try to bring about 
by an every-member canvass. When you are approached and asked what 
you will give, make up your mind to give something systematically and 
conscientiously, without reference to what anyone else is doing. If our 
communicants averaged five cents a week apiece for Missions, we could give 
our share of the Apportionment. 


The Men's Communion 


As a part of the celebration of the thirtieth anniversary of the founding 
of the Brotherhood of St. Andrew, it has been decided by the Philadelphia 
Local Assembly to ask every chapter in the Diocese to arrange for a corporate 
Communion on St. Andrew’s Day, which coincides with the first Sunday in

From the above figures, it is fair to draw these conclusions: 

(1) There has been steady improvement in our offerings "For Others" 
during the past five years. 

(2) This improvement has not been at the expense of parochial interests 
because parochial offerings have likewise increased. 1 

(3) If such improvement has been wrought by the gifts of a few members 
of the Parish, how much more can be accomplished if everybody helps! 

For example, if three hundred persons would give an average of a cent 
a day apiece for Church Extension, that would mean $1,095 a year. If the 
Sunday School and the Auxiliary should do as well as last year (and they will 
do better), our apportionment would be raised, or so nearly so that the Rector 
would gladly guarantee the balance himself. 

Between January 1 and January 11, every опе of you will receive a blank 
pledge card, which you will be asked to fill out and return. Please read 
carefully what is printed on the card. 

Whether a pledge is made or not, you are asked to return the card to the 
Rector. But if God has given you the ability to contribute only as much as 
ten cents a year for the advancement of His Church, please try to give that 
ten cents. Let us have every member represented in a splendid, democratic, 
united effort to take St. Mary's out of the column of those who fail to give 
their share, and put it into the honor roll of those who respond gladly to the 


Church's call.

Easter Offering 


The amount of the Easter Offering was $2,757, of which $2,000 was given 
in the form of Philadelphia City Bonds by Mr. J. Abbott Maguire, as a 
contribution to the endowments of the Parish. The Fund will be known as 
the Mary Yarnall Maguire Memorial, and one-half the income is to be used 
for the purchase of the bread and wine used in the celebration of the Holy 
Communion, and one-half, at the discretion of the Altar Guild, for renewing 
the linen and other requisites for the proper vesting of the Altar for that 
service. The endowments of the Parish now consist of $500, given by Mr. 
William H. Wetherill, for the care of the Altar, which is a memorial to his 
mother and brother; $500, the legacy of the late E. Bowman Leaf; $2,000, 
the legacy of the late Mrs. Hugh Whiteley, constituting the Hugh Whiteley 
Memorial, and this latest gift of $2,000, or $5,000 in all, of which one-half is 
general and one-half special endowment. 

The matter of the further endowment of the Parish is one which should 
interest every member of it, for two reasons. One is that in order to minister 
to the neighborhood adequately, St. Mary’s ought to be a free Church; the 
other is, that within a generation there are likely to come changes, putting 
us more and more into the situation of a down-town parish. A legacy of $125 
invested at four per cent., will bring in the equivalent of an envelope offering 
of ten cents a Sunday. Our communicants, most of whom love the parish 
with intense loyalty, should look ahead, in making their. wills, to the time 
when they can no longer contribute to the support of the work here by weekly 
gifts, and consider if it may not be possible to perpetuate their gratitude for 
spiritual benefits received by a legacy to the endowment fund. Persons who 
contemplate memorial gifts are asked to bear the same object in mind. Both 
the neighboring parishes, St. Philip's'and the Church of the Saviour, have 
much larger endowment funds than ours, although St. Mary’s is an older 
parish than either of them. EN

The Annual Report 


The annual report of the Parish to the Bishop, May 1, 1913, to May 1, 
1914, contained the following facts, which the people, of the parish are asked 
to read and consider.

„е persons were those whose addresses had been lost before the present 
or came, and who, after diligent search, with the help of the older com- 
unicants and others, could not be located. Probably many of them are 
ttled in other parishes, but with the carelessness that is rife throughout the 
rch, and causes so much trouble to Rectors, have never applied for trans- 
s. Possibly some of those who have thus been lost are dead. At any rate, 
зе Canon of the Diocese requires that persons must be stricken from the 
of active communicants if they have “removed from the parish without 
e" and "after reasonable time and due effort cannot be traced. ” 
_ It might be added that there are many persons now attending St. Mary's, 
ne of them regular communicants and contributors for years, whose names 
ot upon. our list because they have never presented the transfer which 
anonrequires. The present number of communicants on our roll is 404. 
During the year there were 7 marriages and 17 funerals. The number of 
іс services was 800, of which 205 were on Sundays. The Sunday-school 
mbers 11 teachers and 46 scholars. 
ү The financial report is very favorable. The property owned by the 
h is worth $180,000, and the debt (on the rectory) is now $8,400. The 
\ccounting Warden was again able to pay $500 on the principal of the mortgage 
d by the Philadelphia Contributionship, during the year. The other 
'tgage, held by St. Timothy's Building and Loan Society, is paid in monthly 
astallments, under the building and loan plan. The revenue of the parish 
ог current expenses was from pew rents, envelopes and collections, $9,210.89; 
m the endowment, $169.49, and from alms at Holy Communion, $343.14; 
ng a total of $9,723.56. In addition to this, the Sunday-school raised 
09.05, the Rector received and disbursed $925.55, and $2,011.75 were 
14е to the endowment funds. Counting in the money raised by all organ- 
zations in the parish (which did not pass through the hands of the Accounting 
farden), the gross receipts, of all sorts, came to a total of $16,472.74. 
. It is hardly necessary to give an itemized statement of the expenditures, 
ut some of the principal items are these: Salaries of clergy, $3,700; music, 
4155.67; fuel and light, $575.66; care of buildings and grounds, #75 #6; 
traordinary repairs, $360.11. 

_ The gifts for Charities and Missions аге the largest received in the present 
ctorship. The parish gave to these objects a total of $3,082.94, over eighteen 
ег cent. of its total expenditures. Some of the principal objects are: Con- 
ion of West Philadelphia, $237; Episcopal and Convention Fund, 


$249.42; Sustentation Fund, $47.97; City Mission, $29.05; Deaf Mutes . 
$48.50; Colored People, $10.45; Jews, $11.91; Episcopal Hospital, ON 
Bishop's Fund, $33; Work among Immigrants, $100; Scholarship, Phillip; 
Brooks School, $200. Missions (apportionment), from the Parish, $327.85. 
from the Sunday-school, $304.56; from Woman's Auxiliary, $173; from 
Junior Auxiliary, $35; a total of $840.41. Our apportionment is $1,497.90, 
We also gave $458.84 to “Specials” and $305 to the General Clergy Relics 
for the pensioning of aged clergy and the widows and orphans of clergymen. 
Altogether, it was a year of encouraging parochial unselfishness, and 
consequent parochial prosperity. Just in proportion as we forget ourselves 
and work for the progress of the Kingdom of God, in all its wide reach of 
blessing, does God strengthen us in the life of our parish. The Every-member 
Canvass, made in January, with its encouraging response, is a step forward 
for which the Rector is heartily thankful, and from which he expects vastly 
more gain in time to come. But it must always be borne in mind that it i 
not the amount of money contributed that counts so much as the self-sacrifice 
and love which the giving represents. There has been, we may hope, real 
spiritual progress in the parish, of which this increased generosity is a sign. 


A Message from the Bishop 


The Bishop of the Diocese has sent a letter to every rector asking him 
to let his people know how serious is the situation which the General Board 
of Missions is facing. The Treasurer of the Board estimates that unless 
there is a most unusual increase in contributions, the Board will have a deficit, 
September 1, of $322,317. This means that the bishops, clergy, teachers, 
nurses, physicians and other workers under the Board will fail to get their 
salaries, and the schools, hospitals, orphanages and other agencies will be 
crippled, just to that extent. Our own Diocese, noted far and wide for loyal 
and generous giving, is this year far behind. The amount contributed, to 
May t, was $69,342.26, against 796,248.51 to the same date last year. We 
have done better in St. Mary's than we ever did before, but we have only 
given about half our apportionment. Miss Maude Harrison Smith has 
undertaken to get some extra contributions. Will not everyone whom she 
asks try to help, and will not everyone who has made a pledge pay up in 
advance for the summer months, before he or she goes away, so that the 
Accounting Warden may remit, before September 1, а substantial sum to the 
Board?

This did not pay 
our apportionment in full ($1479.90), but it was a substantial increase upon 
any former year, and shows conclusively the value of the duplex envelopes 
and of the Every-member Canvass, which, by the way, will be continued this 
year. We gave the increased amount without difficulty, and, at the same 
time, the contributions for the work of the parish came in without diminution. 
We can do better next year, and we will, even though the war and the conse- 
quent business depression are having an effect upon us all. We shall, most 
of us, have to economize, but let us beware of economizing at the expense of 
our charities. When we have cut off personal luxuries and indulgences, 
waste and thoughtless expenditure, and not until then, may we even consider 
withholding what we give for the work of Christ and His Church and the 
care of His poor. 

There are many demands just now upon the charity funds in the Rector’s 
hands, and he can use not only money, but clothing, bedding and the like, 
which may be sent to the Parish House for distribution. 


The Parish Bulletin 


It seemed at the beginning of the year that the BULLETIN must be given 
up, for there was a deficit of $32 from last year and little money coming in. 
However, St. Mary’s Aid lived up to its name nobly, and made a grant of help 
which paid back debts and furnished enough to ensure this issue. If the 
people of the parish want the little paper continued, however, they must 
remember to drop their mites in the box provided at the Church door, for 
the printer must be paid.

DEAR FRIENDS:—This will be the seventh Lent we have spent together, 
I am anxious to help you and to have you help me make it one of real 
gress. 

—. We all must see that there is a difference between the way Lent is kept 
10w and the way we used to keep it. For one thing, the noon services in the 
entre of the city have brought in a new factor, undoubtedly a good one. 
hese services have made it possible for hundreds of people to observe the 
son who never could do it before. They have brought to the city preachers 
great power, who have helped many of us, and they have made the whole 
ommunity take notice that the Church is reaching out for men. On the 
ther hand, some of our friends say that they have reduced the attendance 
n the parish churches; that many people go down to the Garrick Theatre 
ind count that their Lenten worship, and that the result is not always 
ood.

The Committee on the Duplex Envelope System has met a request fo, 
information about the objects for which contributions are asked, and als, 


concerning the work and obligations of the Parish in general А careful 


‘reading of the following statement will, it is hoped, result in increased and 


more intelligent interest in these matters. 


It will be seen that the pew rents pay less than half of the actual running 


expenses of the Church. The Envelope System has been adopted so as to 
pledge, if possible, every member of the congregation, whether a pew renter 
or not, to give some specified amount annually, either in weekly instalments 
or otherwise, that we may meet the necessary expenses of the Parish punc- 
tually and regularly. The red side of the envelope is designed chiefly to 
secure an assured support for the general Missionary and Diocesan work; 
but we still fall far short of paying our apportionment for General Missions 
(which is assessed upon us, as upon all other Parishes in the Diocese, in pro- 
portion to our income), and this coming year we shall have to contribute 
more largely than heretofore to the fund for Diocesan Work. The income 
from endowments, it should be added, amounts to about $200 annually. 
The Committee feels also that as soon as an increased revenue is assured 
from the envelopes the salaries of our clergy should be increased. 

Such are the needs and claims which must annually be met, and the 
system by which provision is made for them. Our parishioners are loyal 
and generous, but we are anxious to have it understood that no pledge will 
be too small to be helpful. 

The Committee, on behalf of the Vestry, wishes to record its great 
encouragement over the gratifying interest taken in these envelope pledges 
by the Parishioners of St. Mary's Church, whose co-operation in this work 
is. resulting every year in larger revenues, and it ventures to hope that many 
who do not yet contribute by this method, or who in their offerings have 
underestimated the importance of this system, will this coming year do their 
full part in the financial work of our Parish.

The Committee brings these matters before the Parish in connection 
with plans for the Easter offering, and trusts that now or later large contri- 
butions may be made for some of these purposes (perhaps, in the shape 
of memorials), but would urge that every member of the Parish and every 
attendant at the services try to do his or her share.

The Free Pew Campaign 


The result of the Free Pew Campaign up to date is as follows: 78 Pew 
Holders voting “Yes” now contribute $2,380.90, and 142 Envelope Sub- 
scribers $2,514.10. The total amount pledged by those in favor of the change 
is $6,277.52, representing an increase of $1,382.52; 21 Pew Holders who voted 
‘ No" now contribute $923.20, and 29 Envelope Subscribers $408.60. Those 
opposed to the change will contribute (estimated) $1,145.20, a decrease of 
$186.60. There are 24 Pew Holders who have not voted, representing $915.75, 
and 63 Envelope Subscribers contributing $472.24. In many cases those 
who have not yet voted live out of town and could not be called upon on the 
day of the Parish canvass. Ап effort is now being made to reach all who 
have not yet voted that the record may be complete and the will of the people 
ascertained.

As the result of the annual offering on January 21, the Vestry paid 
another $500 on the Rectory mortgage. The principal is now $4,000. 

The amount of the collection in cash and pledges on Quinquagesima 
Sunday for the Clergy Pension Fund was $1,660. It is requested that cheques 
in payment of pledges be sent direct to the Diocesan treasurer, James F. 
Fahnestock, Broad Street Station, Philadelphia. 

An offering will be taken as usual on Good Friday for the Church’s work 
among the Jews. 

The Easter offering will be for Parish expenses. The amount contributed 
last year was about $1,000. The total amount spent annually on Ourselves 
averages about $11,000, and the ordinary sources of revenue are not yet 
sufficient to meet all the obligations of the Parish without a special Thank

The Rector’s Annual Report 


The Rector’s Annual Report to the Bishop includes some items of 
general interest. The number of communicants is 479; baptisms last year, 
6; confirmations, 12; marriages, 12; burials, 20; private communions, 10; 
the Sunday-school has 14 officers and teachers, and 93 pupils enrolled. The 
amount of money contributed for parish support is $10,055.74; for special 
parochial purposes, $1,710.53; for missions and other extra parochial objects, 
$2,929.48. This latter sum included $731.66 for the general missions ap- 
portionment; $289.58, for missionary specials; $425.50, for the Church 
Pension Fund; $154.66, for Armenian Relief; $162.50, for the Red Cross; 
$100.00, for Epiphany Church, Sherwood; $40.95, for the City Mission; 
$360.50, for the Episcopal Hospital. The Rector expended $646.05, out of 
his discretionary fund for the relief of the poor; $500.00, was paid on the 
principal of the mortgage; and $100.00, was added to the principal of the 
Endowment Fund. This is a very encouraging report for a war year, and 
seems to show that the Parish is amply able to maintain itself and at the 
same time give generously to outside causes. Attention is called, however, 
to the Report of the Accounting Warden, in which it is shown that the amount 
contributed during the year is less by $1,337.87, than the amount expended, 
and this constitutes a reason for special effort to bring the Easter Offering 
up to at least that amount.
